The library at the close of the past year has on its shelves 
11,144 volumes, of which about eight hundred are at North 
Walpole and the balance at the Bridge Memorial library. 

During the past year 222 volumes have been added, 104 by 
purchase and the remainder by gift and from income from 
Carpenter fund. 

This number does not include a set of The New Inter- 
national Encyclopedia in 21 volumes, which was purchased 
by the committee, as the library has never before had any up- 
to-date books of reference.

One of the most pressing needs of the library and one that 
becomes more so yearly is the lack of sufficient shelf room for 
the increasing number of volumes, and this will be followed in a 
comparatively short time by a lack of sufficient space in the 
stack room for more shelves. 


The library has had one generous bequest during the past 
year, viz., a thousand dollars bequeathed by the late Thomas B. 
Peck, a former member of the library committee and one of its 
most enthusiastic and earnest workers. The income is to be 
devoted to the purchase of books and periodicals or in such 
ways as the committee sees fit. This bequest still awaits ac- 
ceptance by the town. 


The reading room has been well patronized during the past 
year and, though some of the magazines formerly on the table 
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have been discontinued, the committee feel it is no loss to the 


publie. 
Our new feature that the committee would like to bring to 
the attention of the townspeople is this: The committee 


would be pleased, if any of the patrons of the library who would 
lke any particular book or books added to the present cata- 
logue, to have them leave name of such book and author on a 
slip of paper with the librarian, and all these suggestions will 
be gladly taken up in the two semi-annual meetings of the com- 
mittee when books are purchased. : |

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of Walpole: 


We herewith submit for your consideration this, our 
second annual report, being the fourteenth in the series of 
similar reports. 


We insert statistical table for your consideration, but omit 
the approved program for Walpole High school which was 
given in the annual announcement recently distributed. 


You will notice but few changes in teachers. The policy of 
the town has been to secure or develop good teachers, and in- 
crease the salary to continue their services in the town. This 
seems to be the only satisfactory policy to follow when trained, 
experienced teachers are in such demand. To comply with the 
state requirements it has been necessary to increase the teach- 
ing force in the high school. This has been done by exchange of 
the part-time manual training teacher and securing another for 
full time at but slight increase in salary, and adjusting the 
work of the grammar school to enable one teacher to do part of 
her work in the high school. There is much to commend in the 
above table. The attendance is, as usual, excellent. We find 
no congestion which is seriously interfering with the work of 
the pupils. There have been no radical changes in organiza- 
tion and the work seems to be uniform and progressive. 


It has been the endeavor of the school authorities to meet 
the needs of the schools and pupils. We have made some de- 
velopment, by complying with the demands of the department 
and separating the classes in high school, and giving more 
time to the work of the arts course. Home work in domestic 
arts and agriculture is given school credit. The summer 
project work has been directed by visits during the summer 
vacation. Nearly all of the work has been successful, and 
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especially that of the boys who have raised corn and are start- 
ing a successful chicken business, using the corn as a part of the 
feeding ration. An extensive course has been arranged for 
those who desire the work in cooking.

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We regret that we were not able to continue the manual 
training work in the High school beeause of insufficient room 
for the work. We have secured pledges amounting to about 
seven hundred dollars toward a school shop. The cost of a 
shop which would harmonize with the buildings now on the 
school grounds, and meet the needs of the school, would be 
about fourteen hundred dollars. It seems advisable to meet 
this need by an appropriation to secure what has already been 
pledged, and give the boys a better preparation for life. 


It will be possible after this year to develop the school at 
North Walpole. There will be one or two rooms more than are 
necessary for the regular grade work. It would seem wise to 
introduce a one year high school for the next year and aim at 
entrance to the Bellows Falls High school for the remainder of 
the work. ‘This can be done with but little expense, and event- 
ually save in tuitions. We hope that something of an industrial 
nature may be introduced for the pupils of the North village. 


Our aim has been to continue the work along rational lines, 
test the work from time to time, adjust the text books to meet 
the needs of the pupils and the demand of the state department, 
and direct the teachers in their work. 


The work of the school has, we believe, shown in the home. 
We hope that it has met with your approval, and that the 
schools will receive your support. We need the cooperation of 
the parents as well as that of the school board and teachers. 
If unity of purpose can continue to exist, we believe the schools 
of Walpole will develop to meet the needs of the times. If the 
school authorities and the citizens are not united we ean hope 
for but little. May we have your support to make the schools 
of Walpole worthy of the town in which we live.
